cloaer isapectioii convioced Mm that 
it was a wolf. 
It waa about at big 
at a letter dog and gray In color, with daricer 
streaks on its back. Its ears were ra is^ 
and its bushy tail trailed down behind likt 
a fox^s. Its flhary nose and wary look cdto 
had something foxy to John’s notion^ and 
it slipped away through the grass as easily 
and silesitly as Reynard, himself could have 
done. It was just at the edge of the road, 
and John had no weapon with him. The 
beast was not more than 50 yards away ai;id 
Ùie boy eouW have shot him with a rifle. 
Indeed, a shotgun loaded with buckshot 
would have been effective when the wolf 
first put in an appearance. 


After that first time John had a good 
many experiences with the coyotes. They 
were the wiliest animals he had ever known. 
His uncle offered him five dollars for a dead 
ooyote, and he wasted many hours and days 
in the effort to get one. He talked with Fer­ 
ris Satterlee about it, and the two boys laid 
all sorts of schemes to circumvent the 
wolves. There were plenty of them in the 
country. Riding about the prairies in the 
daytime you m>u3d see one of them svery 
once in awhile. They seemed to know when 
anyone was stirring, and usually kept well 
out of gunshot, even of a rifle. They had 
dens in the river bottom, and holes in the 
knolls on the prairis, but for the most part 
they were wanderers, drifting about the 
countrj'' and earning a precarious living on 
rabbits, wild fowl, prairie chickens, field 
mice, grotmd squirrels, gophers and almost 
anything eatable. 


At night they made the prairie hideous 
with their concerts, especially on the moon­ 
light nights. 
They would congregate on 
some big knoll, three or four of them, and 
howl for hours at a time. It got to be very 
monotonous aft«r awhile. To the north'vx’^ t 
of the farm toward the river was a favorite 
spot of theirs, and there they would gather 
and serenade the scattered neighbors. Xiieir 
closing salute would'be a long howl, mourn- 
/ii'I and high-pitched, and the prelude was a 
ieries of short, choppy barks. They seemed 
to be pleased with tlie sound of tlueir own 
voices, for they would keep up this howling 
and barking w’ith a perseverance wortliy of 
a better cause. Sometimes they would get 
tangled up in a medley of howls and barks, 
and the result was •w’orse than a dozen cats 
on a back fence. These concerts interested 
the Iwy very much, and he used to lie out 
on a ha>Titack near the bam on nights w'hen 
the moon was up to listen to Ihe prairie 
music. 
The prairies on such nights would 
seem like a vast sea with the night Avinds 
sweeping across, and the stars and i moon 
were a million miles away. On the distant 
knoll the coyotes would assemble, perfectly 
secure from interruption, and select some­ 
thing from their repertoires. Then the head 
coyote would stick up his nose and let out a 
job k>tof barks that floatedover the grasses in 
snappy staccato. Wlien this was finished he 
would follow it up \\'ith a long, shrill and 
mournful howl. Ihen another and another 
■wouVl contribute to the en;>eTtainm€nt un­ 
til tbe whole prairie seemed to Ije filled with 
the yowlings and barkings of the band. 


John could not see them from where he 
lay, but he knew’ there was just enough dog 
in them to elevate their noses when they 
howled. 
Indeed, thie canine qualities were 
marked in the coyote, for they w’ould play 
with the dogs sometimes, and it wxis said 
they would do this gemly until they had 
lured a dog away from ¿¡afety, when they 
wouM turn on him and t*.»ar lum to pieces. 
One of the neighlwrn had n tame coyote, 
which was u pet, and would come in the 
house and be as sociable n.s a dog to those 
it knew. It was only about a third grown, 
and tame as it was, hut! a furtive k^ok, a« 
much as to gay: “I’m a wolf, all n«ht; this 
is just playing dog.” Dut it was true that 
the wild wulves of the prairie reallv took an 
interest in the more peaceable dops l>elont;- 
\ng to the fanners, and occasionaUy made 
advances in the line of a pros|>eotive ae- 
(juaintari^^^e, much a.s a new l oy will Fc<?k 
to extentl his list of friends wlien ho comcs 
to a strantie neighborhiKKl. 


Then t.he Iwys tried traps. Ferris had a 
lot i)f steel traps, and these were .«cattered 
over the Iw-tUiui wnili baits . i varjr-juít kinds 
to attract the wxilves. 
They cov'ereù the 
cham attached to the trap with earth, and 
at the er.d of the eluiin they ha<l a hea.\*y 
draK made of a slu rt Icig ^.f wcM.d. They 
u.-H-'d gloves in hamliing the trajts and in 
setting anil baiting the traj/s. 
But they 
didn't get any coyotes. Along the timl>er’s 
edge they caught a couple of raccoons, and 
tliat was all. 
Sometimes the trajas were 
sprung and the bait gone, but never so 
much as a hair from a ‘^iiowler." Tlieygave 
considerable credence to the stories that 
said the coyotes took a stick in their mouths 
and sprung the traps, afterward eating the 
bait at their leisure. 
Many and many a 
time they went along the hne of trapi only 
to find bait gone, trap upset, ground dis­ 
turbed ami not so much as a note of regret 
from the prowling disturbers. It w'as verj’ 
wxatious and reflected on their skill as 
himters. 
But they persevered until they 
had 18 traps out for three weeks and then 
they got tired of feeding the coyotes. Undo 
Tom said they were too elaborate in their 
good work. He told them to fling the bait 
out in the prairie and the coyotes would get 
it as easily as if it was put on a trap for 
them. 
So after that they hung the traps 
in the Bmokehouse, and took another plan 
into consideration. 


Cold poi.wii wa.s the next venture, and 
they sent to Comity, 2.3 miles away, and 
bought a grist of arsenic. 
They took a 
couple of cliickens, killed them and liberally 
eprink!<Kl arsenic in them. Tlien they went 
to the Ixjttom and placxid the baife on a knoll 
where they knew the wolves were in tlie 
habit of traveling. In a couple uf ilays they 
went there, and fr<)iu tlie a¡»pearance of 
things conchukvl that a hawk had made 
away with one of tlie chickens, and a.s for 
the oth-cr it had disaj)j>eared all riglit, what­ 
ever had Ix-en the cause. Then th-ej' went to 
the river on the theory that if a wolf had 
eaten the chicken he would get thirsty and 
go to the water at once. 
A careful search 
ft’ong the river bank failed U> disclose any 
dead coyote, and the boys rode home con­ 
vinced that they didn’t want any coyotes 
anyhow’. 


After that the moonlight night eonoerts 
cook on a mocking strain to John^ “Oh! 
0-0! 0-0! 
You can’t ketch us, anyway. 
Yap, yp.p, yap, yap!” they seeme<i to lie 
saying* 
John took it all goo<l naturedly. 
His uncle told him that it was al> that a 
man wanted to do to fool the coyotes and 
that he must not be discouraged. And as 
a clincher to the stories of the sagacity of 
these wolves John found in a copy of a 
time-worn magazine a story that darkly 
hinted that there was a strain of the wolf 
in »ome men and a trace of the himian in the 
wolf. If he ha*d seen that story before, he 
thought to himself, he would have saved the 
poison money. And aft#r that, in the moon­ 
light nights on the hi^stack, there was an 
added fascination to the mournful tremolo 
of t]}« Iona coyot«.**CbioagQ Daily Record.

AN ORDINANCE. 


An ordinance relative to fire limits, the 
construction of buildings therein, 
providing for the appointment of a 
building inspector and regulating 
smoke stacks within the city of Ben­ 
ton Harbor. 


The city of Benton Harbor ordains: 
Section 1, The following limits and 
territory within the city of Benton 
Harbor is hereby established as the 
fire limits of saia city: Commencing 
at intersection of East Main and Fourth 
streets, 
thence 
running 
northerly 
along Fourth street and continuing on 
a line running northerly to Rlford 
street: thence running westerly to the 
southeast corner of lot one in block 
four; thence along lot one to the north­ 
west corner of lot one; thence running 
along the westerly side of blocks four, 
five and six (4, 5 and 0), to the north 
end of lot three In block, sixteen; thence 
running along the north lines of blocks 
sixteen, seventeen and eighteen (16, 17 
and 18), on the south side of ship canal 
to Ninth street; thence along Ninth 
streeL to Elm street; thence along Elm 
street to Pipestone street: thence along 
Pipestone street to Michigan street 
and along the south side of Michigan 
street to the northwest corner of lot 
two (2); thence along the westerly line 
of lots two, three, four, five, six, seven, 
eight and nine (2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9), 
to Pleasant street: thence across Pleas­ 
ant street (thence southeasterly a dis­ 
tance of 350 feet) to a point opposite 
Church street, (thence northeasterly 
to ^Church street) and crossing Pipe­ 
stone street and running along Church 
street to High street; thence running 
northwesterly along High street to 
norttieast angle at top of hill in High 
street; thence running northwesterly 
on west line of lots not platted to north 
side of Brunson avenue: thence run­ 
ning southeasterly to the southwest 
corner of lot one (1) in block thirtv- 
elght (38): thence along the westerly 
line of block thirty-eight (38) to Sum­ 
mit street; thence running along Sum­ 
mit street to Intersection of Summit 
and Fourth streets; then to place of 
beginning. 


Sec. 2. All buildings hereafter con­ 
structed within the fire limits de­ 
scribed In section one of thlsordlnance, 
shall be constructed with outer walls 
of stone or brick and the roofs of such 
buildings shall be covered with slate, 
tile, metal or other fire-proof material, 
and ail gutters on such buildings shall 
be of metal. The Inclosing walls shall 
not oe less than tbe following thick­ 
ness: If a building shall be either one 
or two stories in height, the outer 
walls shall be twelve (12) inches in 
thickness: if three stories, the first 
story shall be sixteen (10) inches and 
all above, twelve (12) Inches in thick- 
uess: If four storie-, the first story 
shall be twenty (20) Inches in thick­ 
ness, the second story sixteen (16), and 
all above twelve (12) inches in thick­ 
ness. Dwelling houses may have outer 
walls four (4) Inches less than above. 
Provided: that no outer wall shall be 
less than eight (8) inches in thickness. 
All partition walls in store, otlice, or 
other public buildings on the first 
story shall not be less than eight (8) 
Inches In thickness and shall be con­ 
structed of ebrlck. 
Provided: 
That 
persons owning a building or buildings 
within said fire limits may, in the dis­ 
cretion of the building inspect3r of 
said city, be permitted to construct a 
frame building not more than twelve 
(12) feet in height for the storage of 
firewood or coal: said building not to 
be situate within forty (40) feet of any 
street. 


Sec. 3. 
No person, persons, or cor­ 
poration shall make any repairs to or 
alteration of any frame building within 
said fire limits nor erect or place any 
frame building or part thereof within 
the said fire limits, or make any frame 
addition to any building situate within 
said fire limits, except as provided in 
the following section: 


Sec. 4. 
Any person or corporation 
owning property abutting tlie ship 
canal in said fire limits may, in the 
discretion of the building inspector, be 
permitted to construct for a distance of 
fifty- (50) feet back frcm said canal, 
frame buildings which shall be covered 
with iron with roofs of the 
same 
material as specified in section two of 
this oVdlnance and said building or 
buildings shall be used only for ware­ 
house and storage purposes. 


Sec. 5. 
No person or corporation 
shall remove any frame building from 
without the fire limits into the same 
nor remove any frame building from 
one place within said fire limits to any 
other place therein. 


Sec. 6, 
No person, persons, or cor­ 
poration shall, in case of fire, be per­ 
mitted to repair, alter or change any 
wooden building In said fire limits. 


Sec. 7. 
Any person or corporation 
owning any frame building in said fire 
limits which shall be partially de­ 
stroyed by fire or otherwise damaged, 
shall immediately cause said building 
to be taken down or removed from said 
fire limits. 


Sec. 8. 
For each and every week 
any such building or part of building 
erected, placed, removed, repaired, or 
permitted to remain standing when 
partially destroyed by fire or otherwise, 
contrary to the provisions of this ordi­ 
nance shall be allowed to 
remain 
standing within said fire limits, the 
owner of such building, or contractor 
or builder or agents, causing any vio­ 
lation of this ordinance may be com­ 
plained of as for a distinct offense and 
punished as hereinafter provided. 


Sec. 9. W henever any person or 
corporation shall be desirous of erect­ 
ing, constructing, or 
altering 
any 
building, within the fire limits of said 
city, or any public building, public 
hall, concert room, theatre, church, 
school house, lodge room, 
armory, 
factory, or warehouse, or any building 
where people habitually convene for 
religloua worehip or amusement, he or 
they fhAll make application to the 
buildlDii' inspector for a permit for that 
Durpose, ana shall be required to fur* 
oiih aod depoilt with iAld tiuUdliig Id- 
fpéotor ft wrUteR itatement of th« pro-

After an inspection of the 
location and the plans and 
tlons the building inspector shall, w ith­ 
in ten days from the time of receipt of 
the same, issue to said applicant a 
permit for the erection of the proposed 
structure provided everything relat­ 
ing to said building or structure Is in 
compliance with the provisions of this 
and other existing ordinances of the 
cHy of Benton Harbor. Said permit 
may give permission to occupy a part 
of any street or alley for the purpose of 
placing necessary building materials 
for a period not to exceed two months, 
but such permission shall not authorize 
the obstruction of any part of the side­ 
walk or gutters of any street or any 
cross walk or more than one-third of 
the carriage way of the street or alley 
opposite the lot or place where such 
building is proposed to be erected, re­ 
built or repaired, and such perm it shall 
be upon the express condition that 
such applicant shall keep such material 
while It remains in any street or alley 
carefully guarded so that no damage to 
persons or property shall be occasioned 
thereby. 


Any person to whom such license 
shall be granted as aforesaid shall 
cause such building materials and all 
rubbish to be removed from such street 
or allev at the expiration of tbe time 
llmltea in such license. 


Sec. 10. No person, persons or cor 
poratlon operating a manufactory or 
workshop within this city using steam 
boiler and requiring a smoke stack or 
chimney for the conveyance of smoke, 
shall operate said factory with a stack 
or chimney less than sixty (60) feet In 
height, and said stack or chimney shal 
have a screen extending over the top 
thereof with meshes not less than four 
to one inch, and said smoke stack or 
chimney shall not be used unless said 
screen is in proper place to prevent 
sparks passing therefrom. 


Sec. 11 
The building Inspector ap 
pointed under this ordinance shall, so 
far as may be necessary for the per­ 
formance of his duties, have the right 
to enter any building or premises 
which Is being erected, rep. i ' d, or 
altered and shall take immediate action 
for the enforcement of this ordinance 
and the punishment for any violation 
therof. 
And the said building inspec­ 
tor shall make a monthly report of his 
doings to the city council. 


Sec. 12. Any person who shall vio­ 
late any of the provisions of this ordi­ 
nance shall, upon conviction thereof, 
be punished by a fine not exceeding 
seventy-five ($75) dollars and costs of 
prosecution, or be imprisoned in the 
city jail of the city of Benton Harbor, 
or in the county jail of Berrien county, 
not to exceed sixty (60) days unless 
such fine or costs be sooner paid; or by 
both such fine and Imprisonment in 
the discretion of the court. 


Sec. 13. 
Upon the passage of this 
ordinance and upon the first Monday 
of May of each and every year there­ 
after, there shall be appointed by the 
mayor, by and with the consent of the 
city council, a building inspector who 
shall execute the duties required under 
this ordinance; said building inspector 
shall receive an annual salary of one 
hundred twenty ($120) dollars, payable 
monthly, and shall file with the city 
council a bond in the sum of five hun­ 
dred ($500) dollars with two sufficient 
sureties, to be approved by the city 
council, for the faithful performance 
of his duties as required by this ordi­ 
nance.

When the convention opened delegates 
on all sides expressed their firm belief 
th a t B. F. Shiveley’s name would be 
presented in the gubernatorial race, 
and it was freely declared th at if such 
should prove the case the convention 
would be disrupted' at its beginning by 
a fight between the Kern and Shiveley 
forces.

Washing-ton, June 7. — When the 
house Wednesday night a t 10:30 took 
a recess until ten o’clock this m orn­ 
ing, the tw’o cham bers of the national 
legislature w ith heads down and horns 
locked were in a desperate struggle 
over the item in the naval appropria­ 
tion bill relating" to ocean 
surveys. 
The final adjournm ent of congress is 
postponed until it is over. 


The difference between the house and 
senate involves only the 
m a tte r 
of 
w hether the coast survey bureau shall 
make the ocean surveys, the lower body 
sticking to its point iu the negative. 


The proceedings in the house dur­ 
ing the day were tam e and w ithout 
dram atic incident. 
This was partly 
due to tlie fact th at the firm position 
taken by the house on the 
arm or 
plate provision transferred the fight 
to the floor of the senate, and to the 
obstinate refusal of Mr. Lentz, an Ohio 
democrat, to permit anj* unanim ous 
consent legislation until the republic­ 
an leaders agreed to allow the testi­ 
mony in the Coeur d'Alene investiga­ 
tion to be printed. 
Mr. Lentz lield 
the house by the th ro at all day, and 
except for privileged m a tter things 
legislative were practically at a stan d ­ 
still.

But at night there was enough ex­ 
citem ent to compensate for the dull­ 
ness of the day session. 
The house 
got its dantier up over the failure of 
the conferees to abide by their in­ 
structions on the ocean surve3* item, 
and afte r an exceedingly sensational 
debate, in which Mr. Cannon, 
the 
chairm an of the appropriations com­ 
mittee, made some startlin g disclo­ 
sures as to the m anner in which Com­ 
m ander Todd, the hydrographer of the 
navy, had waged his cam paign against 
the stand taken by the house in favor 
of the coast and geodetic survey doing 
ocean survey work, the house rejected 
the conference report by 
an 
over­ 
whelm ing m ajority, and the speaker 
took the alm ost unprecedented course 
of appointing new conferees on the 
part of the house who are not m em ­ 
bers of the naval committee. 


A H itte r D eb u te. 


The debate was one of the bitterest 
and most heated of the session. 
Mr. 
Cannon, in the excitem ent of the mo­ 
ment, took otY his collar and necktie, 
and with sleeves rolled up, aroused 
the house to a trem endous pitch of 
enthusiasm as he dealt the conferees 
sledgeham m er blows. 
The galleries, 
crowded to the doors, cheered the pic­ 
turesque fight of the grizzled old vet­ 
eran until the fretted ceiling rang. 
The conferees defended their course 
as best they could, and Mr. Foss, act­ 
ing chairm an of the com m ittee, re­ 
sented 
w ith 
b itter 
language 
the 
charge th a t he had 
betrayed 
the 
house. 
Hot words were bandied back 
and forth, but the house was in an 
ugly mood and was resolved to fight 
the senate to a finish. 
The appoint­ 
m ent as conferees of Mr. Cannon, Mr. 
Moodj' and Mr. Shafroth, all of whom 
art* in sym pathy with the house’s po 
sition, assures no surrender on their 
p art until the house itself shall direct 
them to yield. 


Senate. 


W ashington, June 7.—Inability 
to 
reach an agreem ent upon the naval ap­ 
propriation bill forced the senate to 
abandon the adoption of the house res­ 
olution for final adjournm ent Wednes 
day. 
The arm or plate question, which 
for five years has been a thorn in the 
side of congress, upset the calculations 
of the senate lea(lers and their well- 
aid plans went awry. 
It was a day of 
strife and turm oil in the senate. Early 
the conferees on the naval bill re p o rt­ 
ed a disagreem ent and the senate was 
told plainly th a t the house would not 
consent to the am endm ent providing 
for an arm o r plate factory to be op­ 
erated by the government. A com pro­ 
mise proposition was presented by Sen­ 
ator l\m rose (Pa.) and after hours of 
debate finally was adopted by a vote of 
39 to 35. The discussion of the proposi­ 
tion developed an unusual bitterness 
of feeling, and charges of robbery and 
political corruption were hurled about 
the cham ber with an abandon which, 
if they had not fallen from the lips of 
grave senators, would have been re­ 
garded as reckless. 
Little worse ever 
was heard in the heat of a political 
campaign. 


W urk for the P realdeut. 


W ashington, June 7.—President Mc­ 
Kinley was at the senate Wednesday 
and remained as long as there w'as a 
prospect th a t there would be a final 
adjournm ent, so as to sign the bills 
w hich were passed. 
As soon as it 
was ascertained th at the houses were 
deadlocked on the naval bill the pres­ 
ident left for the white house.

Until recently Housekeeper 
was 
a 
drug clerk in a store at Nineteenth 
and Parrish streets, Philadelphia, and 
had It not been for the bankruptcy 
proceedings he might have continued 
to be a clerk for the remainder of his» 
days. 
With his hands thrust deep in 
his pockets and little wreaths 
of 
smiles sprinkled over his face, he told 
the story to a Philadelphia Times re­ 
porter the other day, interrupting the 
narrative occasionally to attend to 
the wants of customers. 


“About 13 years ago,” he began, “a 
friend of mine, who is a conveyancer, 
came to me and asked me to sign my 
name to some mortgage bonds. 
He 
said it was a mere matter of formal­ 
ity, and as I did not think my signa­ 
ture could create such a rumpus as 
follow'ed, I complied with 
his re­ 
quest. 
liow m’any of the bonds I 
signed I don’t know, but they kept 
coming in %vith great frequency. 
I 
have since learned that they made 
me what is known as a ‘straw man’— 
a Bort of cat’s paw to |^ ll other peo­ 
ple’s chestnuts out of the Are. 
At 
that time I was only 22 3’ears old and 
hadn’t a cent In the world except the 
Balary I made In the drug store. 


"Well, it wasn’t long before the 
trouble began. 
The creditors start­ 
ed to call upon the straw man 
to 
n>ake good, and I suddenly discovered

that I owned half the houses in AiVest 
I^hiladeli)hia, to say nothing of 400 or 
600 properties In small towns up the 
state. Wlien I learned w’hat a bloat­ 
ed bondholder and legal scamp I had 
become, unbeknown to myself, I was 
frightened. 
My name began to ap­ 
pear in the sheriH’s advertisements, 
and 1 was billed to be sold out al­ 
most every week. 
For some reason 
the solo never took place, probably be­ 
cause they found out beforehand that 
there was nothing to sell.

•'You know It’s a fearful responsi­ 
bility to owe $3,000,000. It isn’t every 
man w'ho can owe so much. 
Things 
got worse and worse anil I was in a 
state bordering on nervous prostra­ 
tion. 
Finally I couldn’t stand it any 
longer and consulted a lawj'er who 
lived across the street from me. 
He 
asked if I knew who my creditors 
were, and I said he must think I was 
a human directory, for I owed a 
thousand or two to 
pretty 
nearly 
every man In Philadelphia.
